There are three main 
Mosiem political organizations 
the Masjumi, which sup- 
ports the Government and is 
represented in it; the Serikat 
Islam Indonesia, whose prin- 
cipal cry is “Social Reform” 
working by ‘constitutional 
means; and Dar Ul Islam. 
Islamic State 
Descended from various 
ultra-Islamic societies of many 
years ago, the Dar Ui Lam 
stands for the reshaping of 
Indonesia as a purely Isiamic 
State. and in the past five 
years it has deen intermittent- 
ly conspicuous as an opponent 
of the Republican policy. It 
is inaccurate, however, to de- 
scribe the Dar Ul Isiam as a 
body of terrorists. On the con- 
trary, where its power has 


been extended, it has won po- 
pularity among the peasants 
by suppressing the bandits and 
maintaining order. Just for 
this reason it appears to be 
the most dangerous of the 
Government's antagonists. 
The groups of bandits are 
thainly fragments of the for- 
mer Republican armies, which 


‘the Dutch always: maintained 


were more interested in loot- 
ing than in Indonesia's inde- 
pendence. The Republican Gov- 
ernment has now discovered 
the truth of this charge. It is 
hampered dy the weakness of 
the provincial officials, many 
of them men who had tc be 
rewarded with jobs for the 
support they gave to the Re- 
publican revolution. Some are 
notoriously venal, others are 
afraid of a bullet in the back 
if they try to stamp out the 
too numerous murders and 
lootings that occur. In Decem- 
ber and January. 14 Dutch 
people and an unknown num- 
ber of natives were murdered 
in East Java and Sumatra and 
no one was brought to justice. 
Elusive Bandits 

Banditry is so widespread 
and in the nature of the coun- 
try ao elusive that it might 
baffle a much more strongly 
equipped Government than the 
present Government of Indo- 
nesia. The latter's problem is 
aggravated by the fact that 
there are still huge stocks of 
Japanese arms scattered about 
the country. Liberal offers of 
amnesty and regulkr employ- 
ment have been—made to the 
bandits if they will surrender 
their weapons, but with very 
poor results. 

It must be said that the 
Indonesian Government has 
been, politically unwise in its 
treatment of the Ambonese. 
When the revolt in Amboina 


Indones 


(the result of local dissatis- 
faction with the island's posi- 
tion in the Unites States of 
Indonesia) occurred last. au- 
tumn, the Government reject- 
ed the powerful appeals of the 
United Nations Commission to 
accept mediation, and invaded 
Amboina in force. If the UN. 
Commission’; advice had been 
taken the Government might 
now have had the help of four 
or five thousand Ambonese in 
crushing the terrorists in Java, 
and the Ambonese are the best 
fighters in Indonesia. As it is, 
these men, formerly part of 
the Dutch army, are being 
shipped to Hollands where they 
are in no way wanted. 
Government Praised 

In this diapiriting picture 
one brighter feature stands 
out consolingly. Both the Dutch 
and British merchants trading 
in Java and Sumatra agree in 
praising’ the merits, the sin- 
cerity of purpose, and in some 
respects, the success of the 
Indonesian Government. 

Its difficulties are the ,in- 
evitable outcome of the years 
of Japanese invasion and tur- 
moil in which it was born. 
Yet trade returns are dy no 
means unflattering. Rubber 
production is practically back 
to pre-war level. The export 
of tea, though still much below 
that of old days, rises steadily; 
last December it is stated to 
have reached 3,450 tons. Pro- 
duction of copra, tapioca, palm 
oil, and now even petroleum is 
on the upgrade. 

The Government has had to 
go without the foreign invest- 
ments, especially from Amer- 
ica, on which it had counted, 
and its indebtedness to the 
Java Bank, which has been in- 
creasing for several months, 
has reached ah uncomfortably 
high figure.

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LANS being carried out by 
the Israei cooperative move- 
Ment to attract members and 
money from abroad have reach- 
ed the stage where a special at- 
fice will shortly be opened in 
New York by the “Merkaz Ha- 
kooperatziah,” the central or- 
ganization established by the 
Histadrut to care for coopera- 
tive affairs. The new plans pro- 
vide for three fields of activity: 

a) the organization abroad of 
cooperative groups which win 
bring with them to Israel the 
machinery they require: 1 

b) the placing of individual 
members with existing coopera- 
tives, who will bring with them 
some equipment; 

e the attracting of foreign 
capitalists to invest in joint en- 
terprises with cooperatives. 

Explaining the scheme to this 
correspondent... Mapai Knesset 
Member Shraga Gor, one of 
the founders of the ‘“Merkaz 
Hakooperatziah,” explained that 
one of the main difficulties fac- 
ing cooperatives today was ob- 
taining machinery and equip- 
ment, for which foreign cur- 
rency was required. “During the 
last two years.” he said. “the 
cOoperative movement has en- 
panded tremendously. Of the 
400 cooperative enterprises in 
Israel, 300 were generally on a 
smaller scale. But we still need 
more skilled hands and above 
all — we need machinery. 


Fear of Insecurity 

“My recent visit to Amer- 
ica, in August,” he continued, 
“showed me that the interest 
was there. I was approached 
time and again by people who 
were interested in founding 
or joining cooperatives in Is- 
rael. The only thing they fear- 
ed was insecurity and our 
main task was to give such 
immigrants a definite plan 
on which to base their de- 
cision.” °* . 

Mr. Goren explained the 
plan briefly. 

“We will encourage groups 
of from five to six people or 
more, who are interested in 
forming a cooperative, and 
who possess a minimum of 


— — 


jearn working methods and 
problems. Most important of 
all, to those members who 
are able to add another $1,500 
or so, we are able to guarantee 
housing in the cooperative 
housing schemes immediately 
on their arrival. : 


“The idea has been popular. 


For example, one group in 


America on their own initiative 
began to organize a cooper- 
ative for making machine parts 
and tools. They bought ma- 
chinery and went to work in 
the US. to gain experience. 
They are expected to arrive 
here in March or April.” 

Por single persons who 
wish to join an existing co- 
operative, the scheme is si- 
milar. They are accepted in- 
to some suitable cooperative, 
and instead of paying the 
usual entrance money, bring 
with them.its equivalent value 
in whatever machinery or 
equipment the cooperative may 
require from abroad.
